American Warships Have Been Hur- 
ried to the Scene of the Revolution 
to Protect Citizens and to Watch 
the Turn of Events. 

PANAMA, Nov. 4.—The republic 
ot Panama was proclaimed in this 
city at 6 o’clock Wednesday even; 
ing. 

The proclamation was read to the 
multitude of people who filled the 


streets and cheered for the new re. 


public. 
The secession of the Isthmus or 


State of Panama from the United 
States of Colombia has been con- 
templated since the rejection of the 
Panama canal treaty by the govern- 


ment at Bogota. 

It is understood that this senti- 
ment has been increased by Amer- 
feans here and at Colon, who were 
deeply interested in the construc- 
tion of the canal. 

Two generals of the Colombian 
army were seized and imprisoned 
last night. It is believed that most 
of the Colombian troops here and at 
Colon will join the revolutionists.

WARSHIP BOGOTA 
THROWING SHELLS INTO 


CITY OF PANAMA 

WASHINGTON, Nov. vice United 
States Consul Ehrman, at Panama. cables 
the state department, under today's date, 
that the Colombian government warship 
Bogota is shelling the city. Eleven China- 
men have been killed. 

Mr. Ehrman has been instructed to pro- 
test against the bombardment. 

If the consul’s protest is not sufficient, 
the commander of the U. 8. 8. Boston, 
Which is by this time, on her way to 
Panama from San Juan Del Sur. 600 miles 
distant, will promptly seize the Colombian 
Sunboat if necessary to stop the bombard- 
Ment. 

This bombardment is against all the 
rules of war, beginning as it did without 
the required notice. Moreover, the United 
States government takes the ground that 
it certainly interferes with the freedom of 
transit across the isthmug.which this gov- 
ernment is treaty-bound to maintain. 

The greatest activity was exhibited in 
the state and navy departments this morn- 
ing and there were frequent consultations 
between the officials, the navy officers 
particularly being intent on working gut 
the details of the plan for the protection 
of the Isthmian traffic outlined by the state 
department, 

It is quite evident that the navy is mak 
ing preparations for a larger demonstration 
in the isthmian waters.than it has made 
for many years and the fact is not dis- 
guided that all of the information that has 
come from the secret agents of the govern- 
ment point to the ultimate success of the 
revolution. But meanwhile extremely delt- 
cate questions are to be answered for the 
cecupation of one end of the Panama ral 
read by the government force and half of 
the other end by the revolutionists, makes 
the situation extremely complicated.

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Husband Says He Welcomes the In- 
vestigation and Is Confident That 
the Mystery About His Wife's 
Death Will Be Cleared. 


DECLARES THAT SHE WAS ; 
ILL FOR FIFTEEN YEARS 


Many Physicians Had Treated Her, 
He Says, and Pronounced Her Case 
Incurable—Declares She Was Not 
Addicted to Morphine. 


Dr. J. W. Warbington, an important wit- 
ness in the inquest into the death of ‘Mrs. 
Mary E. Laidig, which has been reopened 
by the coroner, is expected to arrive in 
the city tomorrow. The investigation of 
the case will be delayed until his testimony 
can be had. 

Clinton Laidig, the dead woman's hus- 
band, and Miss Eva Laidig will also be 
¢xamined. The testimony of Dr. E. W. 
Oelfcken, who attended Mrs. Laidig when 
she died, hus already been obtained by the 
coroner.

of the atmosphere of mystery in which 
the death of his wife is involved. - 

“If called upon to testify during the pres- 
ent examination by the coroner,” said Mr. 
Laidig, I will prove by numerous, wit- 
nesses that daily. injections of morphine 
have been given under doctors’ orders for 
the past six months: that my wife had 
meanwhile wasted to a rhere skeleton; that 
she died while two physicians were in at- 
tendance, and that for nearly two decades 
I had rendered every possible aid to her.“ 

“In view of the trash and what seems to 
me malicious falsehoods that have been 
published,” said Mr. Laidig to a repre- 
sentative of the Post-Dispatch, I desire to 
state that this is positively the first time I 
have been interviewed in this matter. Any 
statements published heretofore purport- 
ing to be fram me are false. 

Laidigs Married 

20 Years Ago. 

“My first wife, Mary E. Laldig, nee 
Rumerfield, and I were married 20 years 
ago at Elso, Ill. She was the daughter 
of Albert Rumerfield, who owned and 
worked a farm near Alton, III. 

Her father, brothers and sister, by the 
way, attended the funeral last month and 
expressed great surprise that she had been 
able to withstand the effects of her mal- 
ady as long as she did. 

„Mary at the time of our marriage 
weigh about 130 pounds, and even then 
was neither considered robust nor healthy. 


On the contrary her father told me 
h deen ailing since chile 8 and 8 ;

“About fifteen years ago my wife's 
troubles grew more severe. At times she 
became delirious. Little by little she lost 
vitality until at the time of-her death she 
weighed less than 0 pounds. 

I 
believe I can produce a thousand friends 
who will testify that I did everything that 
I could do either to. restore her health or 
elieve her sufferin 
me I have had some of the leading physi- 
clane in the city. Dr. Waldo Briggs, Dr. 
Davis. Dr. J. Jordan, Dr. V. 8. Boon, and 
a half dozen others that I could mention. 
One and all they had to confess that her 
case was hopeless. 

“T want to correct one impression that 
seems to have gone abroad, that is that 
my wife was addicted to the morphine hab- 
it. Until last April she never had to my 
knowledge a grain of it. save what could 
be found in any of the ordinary drugs 
that are in every day use. 

‘In April, perhaps it was in March, I 
called in Dr. Boon, who advised small hy- 
odermic injections to ease Mrs. Laidig's 
——— suffering. The doses were very 
light and for several months were admin- 
istered by a physician. I believe they 
only averaged a grain a day. As this was 
the only treatment the doctor was giving 
her other than medicine we gave her oer 
ly, he suggested that I purchase a needle, 
and thereby save the expense of his calls, 
as he feared the malady was incurable. 
I did so, and after Dr. Boon left in May I 
continued the injections of morphine my-

COURT RULES I 
FAVOR OF BISHOP 


Father Maszotas, East St. Louis Catho- 
lic Priest, Must Vacate Church 
and Parish Residence. 


Judge Burroughs, at Belleville, issued an 
order Wednesday afternoon that is expect- 
ed to end the long fight between Bishop 
Janssen ahd Father Maszotas of East St. 
Louis by restoring to the bishop the 


Louis and the residence attached. 

. Burroughs’ order is a writ of man- 
damus compelling Circuit Clerk Thomas 
May, Jr., and Justice of the Peace Louis 
Wangelin to issue a writ of restitution 
against Father Maszotas. 

The writ of restitution will compel the 
priest to leave the church and parsonage 
which he has held in defiance of his en- 
clesiastical superior. 

Six months ago Bishop Janssen pre- 
ferred charges against Father Maszotas 
and notified him of his removal from the 
pastorate. The priest appealed to Mgr. 
Falconia, the papal delegate, who affirmed 
the bishop’s decision. Then Father Mas- 
zotas appealed to Rome. The decision 
there was again in favor of the bishop. 
Thereupon Bishop Janssen instituted suit 
before Justice Wangelin in- Bast St. Louis 
to secure possession of the church prop- 
erty. He secured a judgment.against the 
priest, but the latter gave -notice of an 5 4 
peal to the cirouit court. 

Bond for the appeal was fixed at $200. 
Father Maszotas’ attorneys gave bond for 


only $60; but Circuit Clerk May approved it, 
not knowing that it was lower than the re- 
quired amount. When the age tag attor- 
neys applied to Justice Wangelin for a writ 
of restitution, he declined it.on the ground 
that an was. pending. Then the 
mandamus was sought. 

Now there is apparently nothing else to 
interfere with the ejectment of the Lithu- 
anjan priest from the church premises.

The elections of yesterday did not de- 
velop any evidence of radical changes in 
the sentiments of the voters except in 
New York city, upon which the interest 
of the country was focussed. 

The restoration of Tammany Hall to 
power under the leadership of Col. George 
B. McClellan, who defeated Seth Low, 
fusion candidate for re-election to the 
mayoralty, was the most notable result of 
the days balloting. 

The fusion movement was overwhelmed 
by a plurality of over 63,617, which repre- 
sents a change of nearly 100,000 votes since 
thé first election of Low two years ago. 

The cry of fraud raised by the 
fusionists before election day was not sup- 
ported by action at the polls, for only 
six men were arrested for illegal voting, 
though it was charged that there were 
18,000 fradulent registrations. 

Grout, for comptroller, ran 3000 ahead of 
McClellan, while Fornes, for president of 
the board of aldermen, was 1000 votes be- 
hind him. 

The surprise of the day was McClellan's 
victory in Brooklyn, where even his sup- 
porters had conceded a victory for Low. 

The Republicans won in Buffalo, Albany, 
Syracuse and Ithaca, while Democrats car- 
ried Utica, Schenectady and Auburn. 

Next to the municipal election in New 
York, the chief interest was in the result 
in Ohio. 

Myron T. Herrick, Republican, was elect- 
ed govérnor over Tom Johnson by a plu- 
rality of 125,000 and the enemies of Johnson 
in the Democratic fold say this eliminates 
him from the list of leaders. 

The Republican majority on joint ballot 
in the legislature will be 100, which insures 
the re-election of Hanna fo the Senate. 

Maryland, where the race issue was 
squarely made, is Democratic by from 5000 
to 10,00. The result is considered « re- 
buke to the President, who was accused of 
wielding the party lash in support of his 
favorite issue. The legislature will be 
Democratic and will return a Democrat 
as the successor of McComas in the Senate. 

Massachusetts is Republican by about 
30,000 and Bates is re-elected governor, 
notwithstanding his alarm. Boston gave 
the Democrats 2,000 plurality. 

The Republicans carried Pennsylvania 
by 112,000 in a judiciary contest. The fu- 
sion ticket, made up of reform Democrats 
and Republicans, carried Pittsburg by 10,- 
000. 

J. C. W. Beckham, Democrat, was re- 
elected governor of Kentucky over Ster- 
rett by a plurality that may cxceed 
25,00. The Democrats gained heavily in 
Louisville. 

Cummins, Republican, was re-elected 
governor of Iowa by 60,000 plurality. 

The result is still in doubt in Nebraska, 
but the outlook favors the fusionists. 

The Republican elected guvernor in 
Rhode Island, supreme judge in Colorado 
and legislature In New Jersey. 

J. K. Vardaman, Democrat, was elected 
governor of Mississippi by 80,000 votes. He 
had no opposition. 

Salt Lake City elected a Democratic 
mayor by 220 plurality.

The gasbag section of the airship is 74 
feet in length. The purpose of the bag is 
to sustain and balance the weight of the 
ship. The lifting wer ot the ship is pro- 
duced by fans. They are so constructed 
that they close at the moment ef resist- 
ance to ascent, opening again at opposite 
points, producing the Hfting power. Thus 
with 16 fans, four on ea eorner, only 
eight are called upon simultaneously to 
furnish power. The position of these can be 
so changed that the power may be exerted 
to raise or lower, send forward of back- 
ward. In turning about the fans may be 
sot on one side, to work opposite those on 
the other side. much the same as Oars are 
used in wheeli a skiff around. The ship 
is furnished with two double-cylinder gaso- 
line engines, the combined weight of which 
is 150 pounds. All but the cylinders of the 
engine is constructed of aluminum. e 
car of the ship is suspended by cables and 
hangs directly from the center.

GUADALAJARA, Mexico, Nov. 4—Ac- 
companied by United States Consul Ed- 
ward B. Light. Chief of Detectives Des- 
mond and Sheriff Dickmann called on and 
were received by Gov. Miguel Ahumada, 
governor of the state of Jalisco, at 6 o'clock 
last night. 

Several other visitors were waiting for a 
chance to see his excellency when the St. 
Louis officers arrived, but the governor, 
dismissing all who could not walt indefinite- 
ly, gave orders for the immediate reception 
of the trio. 

He received them most cordially, and with 
them plunged at once into what became a 
three-hour discussion of the Kratz case. 
Gov. Ahumada went into great detail 
in explaining the status of the case. He 
said that Kratz had been arrested on or- 
ders from Senor Mariscal, Mexican secre- 
tary of foreign affairs, in compliance with 
a request from Ambassador Powell Clay- 
ton. He said that he and other officials 
of Jalisco had nothing to do with the case 
further than to obey orders which came 
to them from the national capital. 

Kratz, he explained, would be held for 3 
days, or so much of that time as is neces- 
sary for the receipt of the extradition pa- 
pers.

Clayton. It is understood that the extra- 
dition papers are en route to the City of 
Mexico, if they have not already reached 
the capital. Ambassador Clayton will at 
once prsent them to Senor Mariscal, who, 
in turn, will send them to the district 
judge at Guadalajara for the trial. 

While Desmond and Dickmann talked with 
Gov. Ahumada, the evening band con- 
cert and the promenade of the senoritas 
was in progress in the plaza before the pal- 
ace. The crowd was larger than usual, 
and all eyes were turned toward the pal- 
ace. 

John Kratz, a brother of Charles Kratz, 
and Attorney Fauntleroy, who came on 
from St. Louis to assist Kratz in his fight 
for liberty. strolled back and forth. 

Immediately after the conference with 
Gov. Ahumada, Desmond and Dickmann 
went directly to the office of Senor Men- 
doza, jefe politico, or police magistrate, 
whose office is also in the palace, and next 
door to the room in which Kratz is con- 
fined. They were cordially received, and 
discussed the case at length, but not so 
fully as with the governor. 

They did not see Kratz, although they 
said they were willing to call on him if 
he would receive them. I asked Kratz this 
morning if they had called or would call. 

“They have not, und will not,“ he replied, 
laughing. 

The officers saw Charles Carrol and 
John Kratz last evening, but were given 
only the opportunity of a somewhat frigid 
handshake, as the two chief workers for 
the prisoner avoided conversation. Carroll, 
Kratz, young Charles Kratz and other 
friends of the prisoner kept an almost con- 
stant watch on the officers since their ar- 
rival.

According to Mr. Stahl the ship will be commissioned in 
December of this year and it is to be hoped that the bell will 
be ready to be presented and installed when the ship enters 
the service. 


The victory of Tammany over the fusionists in New York 
City demonstrated that the non-partisan good government 
movement in municipalities is as yet only spasmodic and is 
regarded by the voters merely as a corrective measure to be 
resorted to only when partisan government becomes intoler- 
able. The fusion movement in New York was good and clean; 
it corrected most of the evils with which New York was af- 
flicted under the domination of a partisan machine, but one 
term of reform was sufficient to drive large numbers of voters, 
who had supported it under the sting of partisan abuses, back 
to their party. Probably one of the ‘strongest reasons for the 
defeat of fusion was the tendency, usually exhibited in reform 
movements, to go to extremes and to mingle with good govern- 
ment attempts to regulate individual conduct, which is fatal 
to any party in a large American city where the mass of the 
people resent encroachment upon personal liberty. Besides, 
there is no strong tie of immediate self-interest and of. or- 
ganization to bind together the elements of reform; they are 
isolated groups or individuals brought together temporarily for 
relief from clearly recognized governmental evils. Until good 
government becomes a permanent active principle in an en- 
lightened public mind, capable of perceiving at all times the 
advantage of efficiency and honesty in public office over all 
other considerations, there is little hope of anything but oc- 
easional victories for non-partisan reform tickets. But ad- 
vance is noticeable in purification movements, the increasing 
frequency of reform victories and the growing deference of 
party organizations to public opinion. Tammany had to 
nominate a personally clean man and capture two fusion of- 
fice holders in order to win. 
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MUNICIPAL HOUSE CLEANING. 

The startling disclosures of an alliance between police and 
criminals in Chicago is another warning that to prevent cor- 
ruption in cities citizens must be on the alert at all times. 

The report of the citizens’ association describes police meth- 
ods as “a sort of union of terrorism and corruption.” Police 
officers are charged with ordering thieves to steal and some- 
times actually participating in the crime. Afterwards they 
blackmail the thieves for a division of the profits. Other 
graver offenses, sadder in their consequences, are charged 
against the force. 

All large cities seem to be going through a process of purga- 

tion. Minneapdlis lost a mayor and chief of police through 
revelations similar to those of Chicago. In St. Louis the cor- 
ruption appears chiefly in the form of boodling franchise-grant- 
ing for bribes and other forms of graft. In New York and 
Philadelphia no species of wrongdoing is scorned by the graft- 
ing population. Im fact, in one way or another, every Ameri- 
can city seems to be bedeviled. 
Happily, public sentiment is pretty thoroughly aroused and 
is getting educated. but the lesson of all these examples 
will count for little if people do not learn the most important 
lesson of all—that they cannot afford to relax their vigilance 
for one moment. The forces of corruption are always on 
the watch. The forces of honesty must be equally alert if the 
present widespread scandalous condition is not to be re- 
peated. * —
